I refused to discuss 
the general situation with the committee as 
long as Coyne was present. I referred the 
committee to Mr. Parsons, the General Mau- 
ager of the West Side company, and said I 
had no doubt he would listen to any reasona- 
ble demands they might submit whim.

The committee, headed by Luke Coyne,

Yerkes and had an interview with him, but he 
Geoclined to have any conversation with one of 
the directors (Mr. Coyne), and therefore the rest 
of the directors Walked out of the office without 
accomplishing anything. Now, sir, we wish to 
impart to you that the sentiments of the mem- 
bers at our meeting showed clearly an inclina- 
tion to help the men on the North Side, even to 
the extent of going on strike. And we take this 
means of informing you that whatever the men

“Did you object to receiving Mr. Coyne!“

“T suppose we will have to let them rest 
until the North Side matter is adjusted.”

THE COMYANY RUNS CARS. 
Strong Bodies of Police Protect the Moving 
Trains. 


The twenty-five or thirty strikers who 
lingered all night in front of the stables at 
Clybourn and Racine avenues were surprised 
at 3:40 a. m. to see three cars drawn out of 
the barns. The cars were coupled wgether 
and hauled by a single team of horses. A 
man known as Big Bill,” and who is driver 
of the repair-wagon, held the lines, and three 
policemen stood at the brakes. There were 
no belis on the horses and no lights on the 
cars. The train moved slowly down to Clark 
and Division streets, where the horses were 
unhitched and the cars left standing on the 
track, apparentiy headed for a down-town 
trip on State street. A dozen policemen 
guarded the cars. Detective Sutheriand of 
Mooney & Boland’s agency said that no 
trouble was encountered on the journey. Ex- 
cepting this incident nothing occurred at 
either of the Clybourn avenue stables. A 
few strikers loitered around both barns, ap- 
parently waiting for developments that did 
not occur. 

The story which appeared in a morning 
paper alleging the discovery of a bomb at 
the Clybourn avenue stable caused great ex- 
citement and indignation among the men. 
A singular unanimity of opinion prevailed 
among the strikers, the city policemen on 
duty, and the Mooney & Boland men inside 
the barns that the story was a malicious con- 
coction for the purpose of injuring the cause 
of the strikers. The detectives disclaim au- 
thority for the statement and say that affairs 
have been so quiet that they might have 
slept all the time. 

„They're an orderly, respectable set of 
men.“ said one of the city policemen, speak- 
ing of the strikers who were around the 
barns. ‘“ You couldn’t persuade them to do 
anything disorderly.” 

As an illustration of the spirit which pre- 
vails among the men to avoid anything ap- 
proaching violence, a scene that occurred at 
the Clybourn avenue barn will serve. A 
drunken man stood near the barn-door ha- 
ranguing three or four strikers. Suddenly 
there approached one of the committeemen. 
He seized the orator by the collar. “Take a 
walk from here right quick,” he said, and 
leading the man to the edge of the sidewalk 
he gave him a starter on his journey. Come 
away from the barn, boys,” said the disci- 
plinarian. The men followed his advice, and 
during the rest of the day amused themselves 
in a vacant lot on the opposite side of the 
street. Thenveforth there was no gathering 
on the barn sidewalk. 

Shortly after 8:30 yesterday morning Mr. 
Yerkes from his office at Division ana Clark 
streets saw a procession composed mainly of 
his own horse cars. In front was a police 
patrol wagon manned by thirteen blue-coated 
officers, and at its side rode Superintendent 
Threedy and Attorney Furthmann. Then 
followed six open cars. At either end of 
each seat was a policeman. There were no 
passengers save two newspaper men. On 
the sidewalks were groups of men who 
yelled “scabs” at the drivers and con- 
ductors.

At South Water street the first and only 
actual violence of the day, so far as reported, 
occurred. An onion was thrown from the 
west side of the street and grazed the cheek 
of Officer La Croix. No attempt was made to 
arrest the offender. The walk on the east 
side of the County Building was packed with 
people. As the day wore on this crowd in- 
creased, and at 3 o’clock several thousand 
were gathered there. 

The cars returned to the limits barns about 
11 o’clock. The police would permit no more 
arguments by the strikers but forced them to 
remain on the sidewalk. Here they re- 
mained untii the last car left at 6:15, with its 
load of policemen. Ten officers took the car 
back to the barns and rode home in wagons. 
Thus the first day of battle ended. 

MORE MEN HIRED. 

During the afternoon thirty-two recruits 
were received at the barns, where they 
will be lodged and fed until the trouble is 
ended. Mr. Furthman claims that the com- 
pany now have 179 men engaged, and among 
them are two of the old men. At about 3 
o’ciock Inspector Bonfield, Capt. Schaack, 
Superintendent Threedy, Attorney Walker, 
Detective Henderson, and the Lieutenants 
held a consultation in the office of the com- 
pany at the limits barns. 

One of the incidents of the afternoon was 
the release of James Keliy, the barn boss. 
According to Kelly, Mr. Threedy came up to

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PRIVATE POLICE WILL NOT BE USED 
BY THE COMPANY. __ 


Mayor Roche Concludes the Employment 
of Mooney & Boland Men an Incentive 
to Disorder and Mr. Yerkes Agrees to 
Dismiss Them—Cars Are Run on the 
North Side—The Non-Union Condactors 
and Drivers Furnished a Police Guard. 


Private police wili henceforth have noth- 
ing to do with the present strike, thanks to 
the good judgment and vigorous determina- 
tion of Mayor Roche. 

When the strike was inaugurated Mr. 
Yerkes employed a number of special police- 
men from Mooney & Boland to watch the 
property of the company. These men were 
offensive to the strikers, and though it was 
the understanding that they should not be 
employed outside the barns and of 
the company, there were complaints from 
the conductors and drivers of their aggress- 
iveness. 

At the last session of the Genera) Assembly. 
a law was passed relating to the suppression 
of riots, and largely through the exertions 
of C. G. Dixon the following was inserted: 

It shall be unlawful for any force or company 
of private detectives or private citizens not 


péace officers to parade with arms except when 
specially permitted to do so by the Governor, or 
to assume to act as officers of the law without 
proper authority, and every person violating this 
section shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $100 nor more than 200 for each offense. 

The attention of the Mayor was called to 
the reported violations of this provision in 
the outskirts of the city Sunday evening and 
yesterday morning. Messrs. Detwiler and 
Schiling, accompanied by a committee of 
the strikers, called on him yesterday after- 
noon to make compiaint on this head. They 
quoted the law, which the Mayor was given 
to understand would be observed when the 
specials wers first employed. He made 
inquiries and became satisfied the charges 
were measurably true. 

Then he determined to act. He sent for 
the Corporation Counsel and consulted with 
him as to the scope of the law, and the ex- 
tent of his powers under it. He sent for Mr. 
Yerkes and told him that the Mooney & Bo- 
lands would have to go. Mr. Yerkes said he 
had no objection if his property was protect- 
ed by the city. The Mayor replied: It is 
the duty of the city to protect your property. 
As you say in your interview in Taz Tainuxn 
this morning, the city will be liable for any 
damages that you may suffer through the 
city’s failure to protect. Our protective force 
isample. We demonstrated that this morn- 
ing. There is no necessity for the Mooney & 
Bolands. They had better go.“ 

„After listening to the Mayor’s state- 
ment,“ said Mr. Yerkes subsequently, “I 
concluded to dismiss the special policemen. 
We will now look solely to the city for pro- 
tection. The responsibility belongs to the 
city and it has assumed it ma proper spirit.”

The Mayor says that he has not the slight- 
est doubt concerning the ability of the city 
to preserve peace. Superintendent Hubbard 
coincides with the Mayor, and seems to think 
that the elimination of the so-called spe- 
cials “ will remove one of the greatest provo- 
cahions for breaches of the peace. 

Messrs. Detwiler and Schilling and the 
North Side committee also made compiaint 
that officers in city uniform were acting the 
part of employés of the company, driving 
cars, collecting fares, etc. These stories 
were exaggerated. The Mayor told the 
committee that the duty of the policemen 
was to protect the property of the North Side 
company, not to do the work of that corpora- 
tion. If any policeman had done anything 
except what was necessary for police protec- 
tion he had exveeded his duty and would be 


in sustainment of the charges, but they were 
not forthcoming. He aiso sent for Superin- 
tendent Hubbara and Inspector Bonfield and 
recewed his instructions to have the officers 
attend solely to police duties.

Everything was quiet at the barns at Lin- 
coin and Wrightwood avenues yesterday.

TWO HORSES KILLED. 

Six Sedgwick street cars were taken out at 
7Zo’clock. Quite a number of strikers were 
congregated outside when the cars appeared, 
strongly guarded by the police, but no dem- 
onstration was made. The trip down-town 
was made with the police patrol ahead to 
clear the tracks, and the cars, manned by new 
men, followed, with ten blue-coats inside. 
Not a single passenger rode on the way down, 
though on the return trip one or two Women 
got aboard. The strikers attempted no mo- 
lestation whatever.

The New York State Attorney General Au- 
thoMized to Bring an Action for the 
Annullment of the Company's Charter 
Banker Williams, Ruined in the Sep- 
tember Wheat Deal, Commits Suicide— 
The “Star” in the Hands of the 
—Other New York News. 


New Vonx, Oct. &—Judge U’Brien today 
granted permission to the State Attorney 
General, Charles F. Tabor, to bring an action 
against the Havemeyer & Elder Sugar Re- 
fining Company to annul its charter. This 
company with thirteen others is a member of 
the Sugar Trust combination. The Attorney 
General has appointed Gen. Roger A. Pryor 
as counsel to represent him in this matter. 

Edmund H. Sentenne makes the principal 
affidavit in the case. He recites that the 
Sugar Trust was formed in August, 1887, for 
the purpose ot arbitrarily controlling the 
manufacture and sale of sugar, inCreasirg its 
price, and controlling the management of all 
refineries. Ia October last the trust 
deed was executed, The Have- 
meyer refinery, under the trust. 
passed under the control of the trustess of 
the combination. The affidavit states that 
the combination has suspended and closed 
several refineries connected with the trust, 
and has thrown out of employment and re- 
duced to want a large number of working- 
men. The combination, it is alleged, is il- 
legal, a monopoly, and a criminal conspiracy 
under the laws of the State of New York, 
and is oppressive to its people and detri- 
mental to the welfare of the Btate 
of new York and of the United States. By 
becoming a to this combination it is al- 
leged the defendants have violatod the law, 
transcended its powers, forfeited its charter, 
and become liable to be dissolved. 

The object of the suit is to annul the cor- 
porate existence of the company ana to va- 
cate is charter upon the ground that it has 
violated the act under which it was incor- 
porated and has exercised privileges and 
franchises not conferred upon it by law. 


RUINED BY THE WHEAT DEAL. 


Banker Williams of Williams, Black & Co. 
Commits Suicide. 

New Tonk, Oct. 8.— [Special.] — Banker 
Francis W. Wüliams shot himself today. He 
was at the bead of the flrmof Williams, 
Black & Co., which went down last week as 
the result of the wheat corner. Thé firm 
was able to resume business in a few days, 
however, and it was generally beitieved their 
embarrassment was only temporary. The 
strain was more than old Mr. Williams could 
bear.

DANGERS OF JOURNALISM IN THE SOUTH. 


An Editor’s Enemy Shoots Him and Every- 
body Else in the Sanctum, 
ANNISTON, Ala., Oct. 8.—About 2:30 o’clock 
this afternoon an attempt was made to as- 
sassipate W. H. Kdmonds, the editor of the 
Hot Biast, in his office. The trouble grew 
out of enmity aroused by the Hot Biast’s war 
in favor of a rigid enforcement of the pro- 
hibition laws. A week ago four ex-police- 
men, who had been discharged for inefficiency, 
waylaid Editor Edmonds and one of them 
jumped on him and beat bim severely, 
Mr. Edmonds making such resistance as 
he could.

gomery Dispatch reflecting seriously upon Mr.

WasHineton, D. C., Oct. 8—[(Special.}]—It 
was a great day for Chicago. Anson and Chief 
Justice Fuller had an audience with the Presi- 
dent, and the Chicago Base-Ball Club pounded 
Washington's “phenom” Keefe till they and 
the young man were tired.

HEAVY FAILURE IN OSHKOSH. 


The J. L. Clark Carriage Company Goes to 
the Wall.

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GENERAL DEPOSITORS FEARFUL THAT 
THEY WILL GET NOTAINd.

View of the Situation and Says the Lia- 
bilities Are About $900,000 and the 
Assets Small—It Is Charged ia Court 
That Funds Were Appropriated to Pri- 
vate Use—Cashier Taliman Will Answer 
Questions. : 

An exceedingly cheerless assembly occupied 
one of the Tremont House parlors last night to 
hear the report of a committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the defunct Traders’ 
Bank. Crumbs of comfort there were none, and 
when the meeting broke up, shortly before 11 
o'clock, the only consolation that had been 
offered was the negative one of calling bad 
names, for which Cashier Tallman came in for 
his full share. 

Chairman Hugh Mason, in calling the meeting 
to order, regretted his inability to reiterate the 
conviction which he had held prior to the last 
meeting. He did not wish to exaggerate or con- 
demn any one unheard, but he felt com- 
pelled to state his belief that if Mr. Tall- 
men said he did not know what was 
going to de the outcome six months ago he told 
an unqualified falsehood. The committee had 
done everything possible in the short time at its 
disposal to get to the bottom of the muddle, but 
it was far from striking anything solid, Mefore 
Stating the result of tne investigation he would 
call upon a gentleman in the room who repre- 
sented the Rutter estate to throw some light on 
the subject. Mr. Westover, the representative 
referred to, was unable to tell anythmg. The 
failure was a surprise to him, and would have 
been an equal surprise to Mr. Rutter, he said, 
had that gentleman been conscious the day the 
bank was closed, The Probate Court would be 
asked today to admitthe willto probate, and 
everything done by the Rutter family to unearth 
the mystery of the collapse. 

W. H, Launder, a depositor, asked Mr. West- 
over if he meant to intimate that the money had 
disappeared subsequent to Mr. Rutter's sickness. . 
“I make nocharges and no insinuations against 
any one,” replied Mr. Westover. 

Mr. Launder said he had received a pointer 
last August to fight shy of the Traders’. A 
friend who had been connected with the bank 
intimated to him that it would be wise to get 
from under, and the failure to follow this advice 
had cost him 82, 

The Chairman gave the result of the commit- 
tee's investigation. From Receiver Smith they 
learned that in round figures the liabilities of 
the bank were 000. Against this was 
$275,000 available se- 
curities, but half of this amount was 
likely to go to depositors whose claims offset 
their indebtedness. All the money taken in the 
Monday prior to the failure was more than cov- 
ered = Ay hengene the same day. The depositors 
who p their money in Monday were contend- 
ing in court that they were entitled to payment 
in full. It mat were decided in their favor the 
chances were against the general depositors re- 
ceiving a dollar of their money. The Zimmer- 
man failure, instead of being caused by the bank 
failure, was in a measure the cause of it. The 
firm owed the bank $55,000, against assets of 
about $7,000. There was a hatful of cnecks 
signed by Mr. Rutter, but for what purpose no 
one could tell.

Maine—has had one Associate Justice, Na- 
than Clifford, an intense Democrat, who

There are abundant reasons to believe that 
the country cannot always be ruled by the 
denial of equal rights in the South, the 
systematic usurpation of power and nullifi- 
cation of the first principle of popular gov- 
ernment. 

If four years ago the Constitution of the 
United States had been obeyed and respected 
in all parts of the Union and every lawful 
voter had been permitted to cast the ballot of 
his choice and have it fairiy counted Grover 
Cleveland could not have been elected to the 
Presidency. This. fact is undisputed and 
known to everybody. The Cleveland Admin- 
istration stands for and represents a suc- 


‘cessful conspiracy to deny the right of suf- 


frage to hundreds of thousands of lawful 
voters and thus degrade and nullify the fun- 
damental law of the land. Without such a 
criminal nullification of the Constitution and 
denial of equal rights in the South the pres- 
ent Administration could not possibiy have 
been placed in power. But having at- 
tained control and enjoyed the emoluments 
and profits of place by virtue of ballot-box 
fraud the Democratic organization is deter- 
mined to retain power and perpetuate itself 
in office by the same means. The result of 
the election in November will show whether 
for a second time a party can place itself in 
authority in the United States by organized 
political crime and a successful violation of 

the first principle of popular government. 
The violation of the laws and constitu- 
tional provisions touching the right of suf- 
frage is not mérely a wrong against the dis- 
franchised voters of the South. It isa crime 
against every citizen of the North as well 
and directly weakens, dishonors, and impairs 
his ballot. The inevitable resuit of the elec. 
tion frauds practiced in the South is to 
give that section usurped power in. Con- 
gress and in the Electoral College 
ana make the vote of an ex-Rebel 
count for more in the government of the 
country than the ballot of a Union soldier or 
any other voter in the North. In practical 
effect many ex-Confederates now cast two 
votes in electing a President or members of 
Congress where a voter in the North has one. 
That the country has long been accustomed 
to Southern usurpation of political power is 
certainly no reason why the wrong should be 
endured longer. Before the war, when the 
South had representation for its slave popu- 
lation, the owner of 1,000 negroes was in 
effect allowed one vote for himself and 600 
for his bondmen, and thus held in his own 
hands political power equal to that of 001 
free citizens of the North. As representa- 
tion was allowed for the white population 
and “three-fifths of other persons,” the 
political power of the Southern planter 
was determined by the number of 
his bondmen, and the owner of 1,000 
human chattels was the equal at the ballot- 
box of the entire voting population of a 
é town of 3,000 inhabitants! It is 
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the war via: repre , 
chised population, with the power thus ob- 
tained usurped by a class. 

It is not clear just what remedy the veople 
of the North can secure for this political 
crime by legislation or a resort to the courts. 


There is, however, in the hands of the peo- 


ple of the North @ cure for this wrong 
which, if faithfully employed, will be all 
sufficient. A solid equal rights North ar- 
rayed against a “solid” vote suppressing 
South will teach the lesson that no party 
can hope to succeed in this country by 
fraud on the balict and the nullification of 
the Constitution and the laws. Let the peo- 
ple of the North declare that so long as the 
Democratig party in the North tolerates, 
permits, or connives at the degradation of 
the ballot in the South it cannot hope to 
succeed in getting control of the Govern- 
ment or the spoils of office. Once let it be 
known that the trampling down of equal 
rights and the perpetration of organized 
frauds against the suffrage will insure de- 
feat instead of victory to the party that re- 
sorts to such criminal methods, and the 
political usurpation suffered so long will soon 
be redressed. f 

As it stands now the Democratic party 
looks upon a degraded, fraudulent, and un- 
equal ballot as the sign by which it hopes to 
conquer. The people of the North can teach, 
however, that no party can permanently suc- 
ceed by election frauds and the violation of 
constitutional rights. When that lesson 1s 
once thoréughif taught organized crime 
against the ballot will not long survive. 

THE POSTMASTERS ARE STILL LOYAL TO 

A telegram in Sunday’s Trrpuns stated 
that K. Zimmerman, editor of a Democratic 
paper at Valparaiso, Ind., and Postmaster at 
that place, had renounced Cleveland and the 
pomps and vanities of this wicked world and 
come out for Harrison and Honesty. The 
telegraph editor was taken all aback when 
he got this dispatch. In an experience of 
many years he had not seen the like. Never 
before had he heard of a Postmaster disown- 
ing his boss or deserting his crib, especially 
after he had paid his fall assessment. He 
could not beheve it, but if by chance it was 
true it was as big a piece of news as the 
capture of the sea-serpent or a change of 
spots on the part of the leopard. So he de- 
cided to print it, knowing that if it was a joke 
there would soon be heard the voice of one 
crying in the wilderness and swearing that 
it was not so. Therefore in it went. 

Sure enough, early next day there was a 
greatoutcry. Therecame a “rush” mes- 
sage from Zimmerman declaring that he was 
stili loyal to Cieveland, Thurman, and the 
little post-office. Before doing that he prob- 
ably telegraphed the President that his 
“art was still true to Poll,“ begging that 
he be not condemned unheard, as prominent 
citizens were on the way with affidavits 
which would explain everything. This saved 
Cleveland some sad hours, for he must have 
thought that chaos was caming again if the 
Postmasters were aeserting bim and the 
bread and butter brigade had traitors in its 
ranks. 

But tne denial was hardly needed. No- 
body whois up in American politics would 
have believed in a Postmaster ratting until 
after tne election. An editor may change, 
but not an editor whe is also a Postmaster. 
It is past all belief that an Indiana newspa- 
per editor, ho for twenty years has been 


facts, garbling the news, saying that which 
he knew was not 80, and denying that which 
he knew was so, liviag in the meanwhile on 
such wretched local husks as State or county 
Democratic officeholders might toss him, en- 
during it all in the hope that he should some 
day come to be Postmaster and have three 
meals a day, should all of a sudden throw up 
his fat job, turn his back on that which it 
had deen the dream of his life to get, and go 
out naked into the chill October air. It of- 
fends common sense to believe this. A Dem- 
ocrat who would act thus would be a lusus 
nature, or what in the language of the dime 
museum 1s called a freak.“ An Indiana 
Democrat having gotten his nose into the 
public crip, after years of labor, cannot be 
driven away from it with a stick, much less 
by the prickings of his conscience. 

Postmasters change their politics -some- 
times, butit isin March and not in October. 
They like, of course, to be with the majority, 
for one feels safer there. So it may well be 
that in a few months we shall hear that Mr. 
Zimmerman has had a change of heart. But 
between now and inauguration-day we must 
beg correspondents not to send in announce- 
ments of desertions of Cieveland by Post- 
masters. There will be deserters, but not 
from that class. The latter will be faithful 
to their chief to the bitter end. They will 
hang around the burning deck as loyal as Cas- 
abianca. When Cleveland’s ship goes down 
they will all be on board, and his last cries 
for help will fall on the long ears of these 
devoted followers. The friends of youth 
may prove false; wife and children may be- 
tray; Cabinet officers may prove disloyal, 
but the love of the Postmaster for the Presi- 
dent endureth forever. Cleveland need have 
no doubts of Zimmerman. 


A BLUNDER IN THE ELECTORAL LAWS. 

Congress seems to have committed a serious 
blunder in the act of Feb. 3, 1887, relating to 
the manner of counting the Electoral vote.

When 
oue imagines that there is no more to be 
added to Booth’s Iago in that final 
scene in which the character has so little to say, 


@ glance, an expression, is enough to reveal to 


one an unexpected wonder of malignity at which 
the imagination expands. And throughout the 
whole piece of elaboration. what strikeson e 
most upon reflection is the ease 
with which the dual personality of 
Iago is maintained—dual in this, that villain as 
the ancient is to the audience from the moment 
he steps upon the stage, he is in every word 
and action to the personages on the 
stage nothing but sa plein, bluff serv- 
ant. Iago may be played  respectably 
by any actor who will read the lines with discre- 
tion; but the temptation is so strong to exaager- 
ate, to ‘obtrude the venom that should 
be hidden, that it is seldom one sees 
an ancient whom Othello would not 
rend to pieces for palpable treachery. 
It is consoling to remember that an impersona- 
tion once great may grow faint without losing 
its outlines, which in such a ease should be filled 
in by the memory of old playgoers or by 
the imagination of new ones. Of the 
Othello of Mr. Barrett it may be 
said that it commanded respect as an effort of 
dignified declamation. Pathos it had not, as, 
indeed, has not the Othello of Sig. Salvini, 
which is terrible or shocking, according to 
the sensibility and taste of his hearers. 
But Booth is an Othello human to the beart’s 
core and the only Moor upon the contemporary 
stage to whom men pay the trrbute of their tears. 
A garrulous Arabian with a fantastic beard was 
the portrayal that Mr. Barrett offered 
to contemplation, its bronze-like hardness 
softened only by the indication of passion where 
passion should be expressed, The gentleman 
acted with his usual scrupulosity, and if de- 
termination could do ali things it 
would have molded even his tempera- 
ment to the requirements of the character. 
Miss Gale played Desdemona voutinglz in those 
scenes that baffle an «actress with their 
elusive simplicity, but in passages of pos- 
itive emotion her talent vindicated it- 
self. The Emilia was Miss Gertrude Kellogg, 
who was pleasingly moderate. The Cassio 
(dressed correctly. for a wonder) fell to Mr. John 
A. Lane, who was too robust for that noble-man- 
nered but morally weak character. The scenic in- 
vestiture, like that of The Merchant of Venice.“ 
was by Mr. Ernest Albert. It was painted with 
thoroughness and richness; the shortcoming no- 
tioed in the earlier prod uction of confined and 
rectangular interiors was again percepibie. The 
Cypress scene was the freest and boldest, giving 
a solid and imposing foreground, with an ampie 
airanda refreshing perspective of sea and sky.

Mr. Goodwin in “A Royal Revenge” at 
Hooley’s makes what is, perhaps, his first ear- 


nest essay in high comedy. The piece is substan- 
tially the same that Mr. Lawrence Barrett played 
some years ago under the name of “The King’s 


Pleasure. The originalis known in French as 


“Gringoire,”” and is in the répertoire of M. 
Coquelin, whose rendition of the title role will 
be observed with much interest when he visits 
Chicago. The idea of this slight dramatic sketch 
is a delicate and pleasing one, involving the 
humor that is closely ailied with tender pathos. 
A poor poet recites in the presence of Louis XI., 
who is incognito, a bitter and seditious ballad. 
The King is visiting the house 
rich burgher. and he condemns 
to death unless in the space of a half hour the 
ballad-maker can win the heart and hand of the 
host’s pretty daughter. The acting of the com- 
pany surrounding Mr. Goodwin may be dismissed 
with the comment that it is inadequate. Per- 


sons accustomed to farce naturally do violence 
to fragile characters that require nicety of treat- 


ment. Of Mr. Goodwin it must be saidin the 


first place that he carries respectably the part 


of Gringoire. He not only lifts it abovo ridicule, 
which 1s dificult to one from whom playgoers 
expect the wildest mirth; but there are times in 
the impersonation when he touches genuine- 
ly and truly the feelings of his auditors. 


The one mistake he makes is in supposimg that 


some of the passionate speeches areto be deliv- 
ered with tragical emphasis. This is wrong: for 
the piece is high comedy from beginning to end. 
If should never rise to deciamation. Even the 
ballad should not be vehemently declaimed. Its 
satire is too keen and biting for loud expression. 
It should be repeated slowly, sadly, almost with 


ajsmile. It is an acid, not a sword. Besides 


declamation, gesticulation should de done away 
with, The indulgence in such a thing, once the 
King’s identity is known, should be punishable 
with death. No gestures, no loud tones, no 
striving for a point or an effect—with none of 
these Mr. Goodwin would make a lovable per- 
sonage of Gringoire; for despite the defects of 
art here pointed out the actor possesses the sen- 
sibility essential to the part and the intuitive 
understanding of what is fine and soulful. There 
was liberal applause at many points 
last evening, but it was as injudicious 
as the method that evoked it. 
The piece is of atone so subdued that it should 
be played almost in a hush; itis a point in 
itself, not a collection of points, and the fall 
of the curtain should be the signal for applause. 
Ease, repose, and a beautiful simplicity—these 
are the ends to be sought by the comedian who 
would shine in so exquisite a role. These and 
one thing more, a poetical atmosphere that rart- 
ing subordinates should not be permitted to dis- 
turb. A low comedian already of the richest 
flavor, one cannot help thinking that high com- 
edy would not be above Mr. Goodwin's reach if 
his training were equal to his talent, or if those 
conditions in him which go to make taste were 
as genuine as his spontaneity. Confusion is 
also on the bill at Hooley’s. It is a jolly three- 
act farce, which was a success a few years ago 
both in England and this country. Mr. Good-

music, and could not saffer the slightest varia- 
tion without losing its precious burden. The ob- 
server sees at first sight only the simplicity of 
Jefferson's acting; his pleasure is doubled when 
he discovers and appreciates the carefully con- 
cealed art. An artist to be studied by artists is 
he whose genius is ever under discipline and 
who knows by infallible instinct the suffi- 
ciency beyond which to go a single step 
would be the destruction of i)lusion. 
There are French actors who sometimes equal 
this absolute blend of artand nature; but 
they are not unders out of their own coun- 
try; and what is exquisite in simplicity looks 
trivial or commonplace to strange eyes. But 
Jefferson touches all hearts, guileless as well as 
wise, All receive the tender leason of love that

Wasnineron, D. C., Oct. 8.—The confer- 
rees on the General Deficiency bill have 
reached an agreement on the only remaining 
point of difference—that relating to the 
Woman’s Industrial Home in Utah.

Justice Miller's 


Fuller and the Family Present. 

Wasuineton, D. G., Oct. 8.—[Special.]— 
Taking the oath as Chief Jus of * 
Unitea States is a simple affair. There is 
little pomp about it, yet no one who saw tne 
proceedings today when Melville Weston 
Fuller assumed his robes of office and took 
the place once filled by Jay, and Marshall, 
and Chase could go away unimpressed by the 
simple ceremony. The members of the court

Wasnixeton, D. C., Oct. Special. 
James P. Miller of Chicago, a representative 
of the Beekeepers’ Union, visited the Agri- 
cultural De ttoday to secure the co- 
operation of the Commissioner of Agricult- 
ure in obtaining legislation to protect the 
public and the beekeepers against spurious 
honey. As credentials Mr. Miller brought 
an interesting swarm of Italian bees with 


him in a case, and placed them on exhubi- 


uon in the Museum Zoo. Mr. Miller stated 
to a reporter that what the beekeepers want 
is a law similar to the Oleomargarine law, 
requiring manufacturers of ial honey 
to stamp their wares so that the public will 
not be deceived in chasing it. The arti- 
ficial honey, he said, is composed of three- 
fourths glucose and one-fourth real honey. 
This, ne said, was not injurious, but he did 
not think it ought to be sold as real honey. 
The beekeepers, he said, not fear the 
competition of the artificial uct. What 
they did fear was that the adulterated arti- 
cle would make people suspicious of honey. 

MASON MADE THE DEMOCRATS SHIVER. 

The Democrats in the House today had the 
cold chills when they saw Mr. Mason on the 
floor. When he went a some weeks ago 
he confidingly stated ue y the time he got 
back he ho the co ttee would act on 
his bank investigation resolution. This is 
the resolution which recited the facts of the 
$60,000,000 deposit with favored National 
banks by the Administration, and called for 
information as to whether these banks were 
contributing to the Democratic campaign 
fund. The resolution went to the Committee 
on Banking ana Currency, of which Beriah 
Wilkinsis Chairman. kins pocketed it 
and went over to New York to help the 
Democratic Campaign Committee. Mr. 
Mason succeeded in catching the Speaker’s 
eye, and then he asked unanimous consent to 
discharge the Committee on Banking and 
Currency from further consideration of his 
resolution. Half a dozen Democratic ob- 
jectors were on their feet. They all gave 
way to McMillin of Tennessee, who loudly 
demanded the “re order, which oper- 
ated to shut off n’s request. It also 
showed how fearful the Democrats are of 
any investigation into the partnership be- 
tween the Cleveland Administration and the 
money power of the country. 

GEN. NEWBERRY’S NOMINATION.

BOSTON WOMEN VOTERS DERIDED. 


An Extreme Anti-Catholic Faction With- 
draws from a Caucus. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 8 — [Special.] — The 
women who propose to vote on the school 
question held a conference Saturday to see 
what line of policy tney should pursue. The 
meeting was a secret one, and every effort 
was made to guara the secrecy of the pro- 
ceedings. It was known, however, that the 
attendance was large, predominantly Protest- 
ant, with a full representation of the Catho- 
lic voters who have for years maintained 
their interest in thé public schoois and 
worked harmoniously with the Protestants 
to promote their welfare. It was evident 
from the beginning that there was a small 
faction representing the extreme anti-Catho- 
lic sentiment so recently expressed from the 
platforms of Music-Hall and Tremont Tem- 

le. The convention, however, voted by a 
large majority to pursue the non-sectarian 
and non-partisan policy which the women 
voters have heretofore maintained. At the 
close of the convention the ultra-sectarian 
element withdrew to the room of the Loyal 
League, No. 10 Tremont Temple, to effect a 
separate organization.

A BLOW AT MORMONDOM. 


All of the Church’s Personal Property 
Escheated to the Government. 

Saur Laks, Utah, Oct: 8.— The Supreme 
Court of Utah today entered final judgment 
and decree in the case of the United States 
against the Mormon Church, which was 
pending, to dissolve the church corporation 
and bave the property declared escheated to 
the Goverrment. The suit was brought 
about in the Supreme Court of this Territory 
under the act of Congress of Feb. 10, 1887. 
In that suit a receiver was appointed for the 
church corporations. He has succeeded in 
collecting over $1,000,000 worth of property. 
The decree entered today is a complete tri- 
umph for the Government. It declares the 
corporation of the church dissolved, and as- 
serts that the voluntary religious sect now in 
existence has no right to the corporate 

roperty except the Temple block and build- 
— which are set aside to it. It denies the 
intervention of a large number of in- 
dividuals claiming the pro » and 
orders the real estate of the cor- 
poration to be held by the receiver 
until the informations for the forfeiture for 
the same bought by the Government can be 
brought to 3 1 — — —＋.— — of 
the person roperty o corporation 
to have — escheated to the Government. 
This point was the one most bitterly fought, 
as the property of the church was cl on 
behalf of the incorporated Mormon sect as 
successor in interest to the late corporation 
and by individuals who were members of the

Upon the evidence the court 
ecided that neither the present church 
nor individuals had any legal 
claims; that ali of tke property had been 
held upon trusts, the objects of which were 
principally to uphold polygamy, and that 
tnese trusts were the only ones existing to 
which said property could be devoted.
